If anyone is assuaging the pain of that 10 percent 
tax surcharge by looking forward to June 30, 1969, which 
the law says President Johnson’s special levy must expire, 
let him take pause. 

One of LBJ’s aides already is advocating an extension 
of the tax beyond that deadline. Undersecretary of Com¬ 
merce Howard J. .Samuels, selected by the Presidnt to be 
Small Business administrator, says the $15 billion reve¬ 
nues from the whole special tax package will be needed 
for social programs and the war on poverty. And Senator 
John J. Williams of Delaware, on the Senate finance com¬ 
mittee, thinks the surcharge should be retained for the 
duration of the Vietnam war. 

In the whole history of "temporary” taxes, the number 
that actually have been rescinded when their stated time 
was up is miniscule. There seems to be a built-in con¬ 
gressional resistance to giving up a money source, regard¬ 
less of promises. Taxes are no more temporary than death.

A State Divided? 


There has been a lot of talk in the past—especially 
when the argument over water distribution gets a little 
hairy—about splitting California at the Tehachapi and 
making two states out of one. 

Less frequently aired is another old secessionist argu¬ 
ment: the splitting off of a strip of California along the 
east slope of the High Sierra and hemstitching it onto 
Nevada. But it’s back in the news now. 

’The California-Nevada Boundary Committee is the 
prime mover this time. It would seek secession of some 
18,000 square miles of very scenic land. Including one 
complete county. Mono, and parts of seven others, from 
Inyo up to Modoc and the Oregon border. Some 35,000 
Californians would become Nevadans, unless of course 
they made the westward trek across the divide. 

Some observers accept the move as being serious. 
Some feel it’s a great put-on. At least, so far as we’ve 
heard, no one thinks Howard Hughes is behind It.

Of course, 
back there, I know of an¬ 
other one that was called 
the water moccasin, just as 
dangerous and just as poi¬ 
sonous, but anyway now is 
the time to watch for rat¬ 
tlers and they are most 
anxious to keep out of your 
way, so my suggestion is to 
do likewise, hut it bitten ... 
to a doctor at once. 


Well, last week and the 
week before we had the 
publishing of the reassess¬ 
ment of personal property 
for Sierra Madre, and in-a 
couple of weeks you will be 
able to look over the “de¬ 
linquent tax list.”
